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Real estate boom ends 

House sales in Didsbury fall by 45 per cent in 2008

There were a lot fewer 
“Sold" signs in front of 
Didsbury homes hist year 
than the year before, 
according to recent 
Multiple Listing Service 
(MLS) statistics. 

MLS listing statistics 
indicate that only about 71 
homes were sold through 
the service in Didsbury in 
2008 compared to 130 in 
2007, a decrease of 45 per 
cent. The number does not 
include mobile home sales 
by owners or other private 
arrangements. 

This is in part a reflection 
of higher gas prices over 
much of the year, suggests 
local Royal LePage realtor 
Mel Cruthers, noting that 
Didsbury is one of 
Calgary’s “commuter com¬ 
munities," typically attract¬ 
ing those who work in the 
city, but prefer to live in a 
smaller centre. 


However, according to 
Cruthers, higher gas prices 
in 2008 might have made 
city dwellers less willing to 
purchase a house in 
Didsbury and make the 
commute. 

“(las pricing really, really 
hurt our ability to appeal to 
a commuter market," he 
says. “I don’t think there’s a 
realtor in town that hasn’t 
had a listing drop $50,000." 

That’s one possible cause 
for the drop in sales, but 
not the only factor, says 
Allan Reed of Front Porch 
Realty. 

“We haven’t always seen 
a direct correlation with 
(gas prices] but it certainly 
is a definite possibility with 
some of the other factors 
involved," he says, adding 
that the current housing 
market appears to be 
retuning to a normal pat¬ 
tern following several 
boom years. 

Historically, in January 
and early February sales 


have been slow before 
heating up end of February 
and into March. 

“That was the norm 
before the boom time, and I 
suspect we’re going to get 
back into that kind of a rou¬ 
tine for a bit,” says Reed. 

Worsening economic 
conditions may be another 
factor, says Cruthers, not¬ 
ing that it’s important for 
realtors to make sure their 
clients are well-informed 
and understand the current 
situation. 

Potential sellers should 
realize that the once super¬ 
heated market is starting to 
cool and house prices are 
beginning to dip from pre¬ 
vious levels. 

“That’s not today’s mar¬ 
ket, that’s changed," says 
Cruthers, noting that the 
market has been helped by 
the Bank of Canada's 
recent cutting of its prime 
lending rate from 1.5 per 
cent to an all-time low of 
one per cent to stimulate 


spending on items such as 
houses. 

“If you have a $300,000 
(mortgage], you’re going to 
save $3,000 a year in inter¬ 
est," says Cruthers. “It’s a 
lot of money.”

One of those currently 
trying to sell a house in 
Didsbury is Rick Phillips, 
whose two-bedroom bun¬ 
galow had been on the mar¬ 
ket for about one week as 
of Feb. 3. 

“The market is... rat her 


stagnant, but things are 
selling, so we’re hoping it’ll 
sell,” he says. 

The escalation of house 
prices, which is now start¬ 
ing to correct, also had an 
impact on area home¬ 
builders, some of whom 
were forced to significantly 
cut prices in order to sell 
their inventory of houses. 

As the cost of both land 
and building materials 
went up, many people were 
led to buy an existing 
house rather than building 
a new one. 

“People started looking 
at other alternatives, obvi¬ 
ously the retail market," 
says Dreamwood Homes 
president Gord Kerr, 
adding that this is unlikely 
to change in the early 
stages of 2009. 

However, Kerr antici¬ 
pates that the number of 
renovations will increase, 
as homeowners look to 
remodel _their current 
houses rather than moving. 


“People will do t hat more 
and more because they’ll 
look at staying in the mar¬ 
ket they’re in," he explains. 
“Certainly that will help 
that way." 

Because his company 
has been building at a rela¬ 
tively steady pace over the 
past years, Kerr doesn’t 
foresee any major difficul¬ 
ties for his company. 

“We’re still optimistic. We 
never looked at the original 
market as being a really 
good market anyway," he 
says. 

Valley West Homes presi¬ 
dent Mark Fnison is simi¬ 
larly confident. 

His company is con¬ 
structing homes in 
Didsbury’s new Deer 
Coulee Ranch subdivision, 
which was opened in 
January 2008. About two- 
thirds of the lots have 
already been sold. 

“Sales are brisk," says 
Fruson. “I’m very happy 
with the market." 
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Cervi busts relationship myths

A group of local residents laughed and 
learned some life lessons about relation¬ 
ships last Thursday evening. 

The source of both the mirth and the 
meaningful messages was Ralph Cervi, a 
retired RCMP officer and current program 
manager with the Crisis Centre in Reed 
Deer, as In 1 talked about how to create 
healtby relat i< mships. 

“The myth about relationships is that 
somewhere out there is my soulmate,” 
Cervi told an audience of about 35 people 
at Didsbury’s Zion Church. “I’m going to 
rely on the other person and it's their job to 
make me happy.” 

To kick off the discussion of what con¬ 
stitutes a healthy relationship, Cervi asked 
the audience members which qualities 
they would look for in an ideal friend or 
partner. 

Respect was among the first characteris¬ 
tics mentioned. 

“You need to think about what respect 
means to you,” said Cervi, adding that you 
can’t expect to be treated a certain way 
unless you know what your expectations 
are and are able to communicate them. 

Two other key aspects of a healthy rela¬ 
tionship mentioned by the audience were 
faithfulness and dependability. 

"()nce tnist is broken, it’s really tough - if 
at all possible - to get it back,” said Cervi. 

Furthermore, to effectively rebuild tnist, 
we must “forgive to the point of never 
bringing it up again,” he said. 

Communication is another critical com¬ 
ponent of a healthy relationship and men 
and women communicate at different lev¬ 
els, said Cervi. 

While women often communicate at an 
emotional level and often just want some¬ 
one to talk to about a problem, men are 
more likely to communicate at a physical 
level and may attempt to ‘fix’ the problem 
rather than merely listening, Cervi indicat¬ 
ed 

“You’re not going to have a great relation¬ 
ship if the only time you listen to [your sig¬ 


nificant other) is between periods of a 
hockey game,” he warned. 

In addition, when someone asks if some¬ 
thing is bothering you, Cervi suggested that 
people say, “1 don’t want to talk about it 
right now,” rather than “Nothing,” if they 
don’t want to discuss it at that moment. 
The latter response can prompt the ques¬ 
tioner to dig further, potentially resulting in 
a hostile situation. 

.Jealousy can harm a relationship and 
tells the other person, ‘I don’t tnist you,', 
said Cervi. It also indicates a lack of self¬ 
esteem, he noted. 

"It’s a choice to be jealous,” he said, 
adding that everything we do and the peo¬ 
ple we attract is dependent on the choices 
that we make. 

lie illustrated this point with an example 
from his childhood. 

"I was six years old when my [alcoholic] 
dad hit my mom for the first time,” said 
Cervi. 

It was then that he made the decision 
never to drink any alcohol, a choice that he 
has stuck with throughout his life. 

Peer pressure can only affect you if you 
haven’t yet made up your mind on your val¬ 
ues and morals, Cervi said. 

However, those types of decisions 
require some thinking ahead personal con¬ 
viction. 

“You can’t just cross that bridge when 
(you) get to it," he said. 

His sister was the person who “yelled the 
loudest" at his father, but soon ended 
adopting many of the same bad habits 
because she never put any effort into con¬ 
sciously changing her own life, said Cervi, 
remarking that “we stand a nine out of ten 
chance of being exactly like our parents.” 

However, a lasting transformation can’t 
be imposed on another person, indicated 
Cervi, who told the story of his alcoholic 
father was twice prodded by his family into 
taking a detoxification program, but even¬ 
tually relapsed on both occasions. 

However, on the third attempt, his father 
was successful, because this time he 
sought the treatment out of his own free 
wall, Cervi said. 


“Don’t ever think you’re going to change 
a person,” he cautioned, because attempt¬ 
ing to force change on another person will 
often only make things worse. “They will 
only change when they make the choice to 
change." 

Ultimately, people should first focus on 


examining themselves and developing pos¬ 
itive characteristics, recommended Cervi. 

““Every single one of you is like a birth¬ 
day present with legs," he said, noting that 
it is what’s inside people that allows for 
healthy relationships.

Q & A With Ralph Cervi 


Q: When did you 
start giving talks 
about healthy 
rela tionsh ips? 

A; I started my last few 
years in the RCMP. 1 was 
the school police officer 
and went through three 
high schools in Red Deer 
so I had the opportunity 
to do a lot of teaching, 
more toward policing 
stuff at that point. 

When I retired the 
Sexual Assault [Services 
Crisis) Centre in Red 
Deer asked if I would 
teach the program so 
now 1 had a chance to 
research in a whole dif¬ 
ferent venue and that’s 
where I am today. 

Q: Why do you do it? 

A: Look at the people 
[that were) in here; heads 
were nodding. Some of 
them were really thinking 
about possibly things that 
they could change in their 


life. Nothing that I’m 
talking about is rocket 
science. A lot of the time 
it’s just bringing it out so 
people can say, ‘Yeah, 
that’s a good point.’ 

Q: Part of your own 
story included dealing 
with some of this 
stuff. [Cervi's father 
was an alcoholic.J 
Did that affect your 
decision to get 
involved with the 
Crisis Centre? 

A: Absolutely, that 

made my decision even 
wanting to become a 
police officer, because of 
some of the issues I saw 
growing up, so, yeah, it 
played a huge role. 

Q. You use a 
humorous approach to 
address some serious 
issues. 

A: As a kid growing up, 
I hated being in classes 
where the teachers were 


just like, [makes droning 
noise). You come in here, 
do a little bit of humour 
and people listen to you. 
If I would have come in 
here and just done a 
straight lecture on its 
own, I would have lost 
people in the first five 
minutes. It’s a good thing. 

Q. Why is it 
important to address 
relationship issues? 

A: Because if we don’t, 
then nothing will change 
and if nothing changes, 
then we kind of stay stuck 
and more people will 
continue to be abused 
and their kids are going to 
grow up in the same 
manner and the cycle just 
continues. But if we can 
get this generation to say, 
“You know what, I don’t 
want it to be this way 
anymore," then the kids 
can grow up in a home 
that is stable and happy, 
most of the time.

The annexing of nearly 15 
quarter sections by the 
Town of Didsbury is a pri¬ 
marily positive move, 
according to one pair of n i s- 
idents affected by the recent 
announcement. 

“This is a good thing for 
the community," said 
landowner Bill Windsor, 
who owns a portion of land 
to the south of town that 
includes the site of the 
recent Rosebud Run sled 
dog race. 

“The community needs to 
have the land to grow and 
especially in the industrial 
side. The industrial side def¬ 
initely has to be accommo¬ 
dated,” he said. 

The completion of the 
annexation process also 
means that farmers that 
have been waiting to devel¬ 
op land will soon be able to 
begin pursuing that process, 
noted Bill’s wife, Kathleen. 

“They’re so anxious to get 
on with things, and now 
they can,” she said. 

Although Bill indicated 
that he had some concerns 
about animal licensing, he 
added that “the town and 
the county did a pretty good 
job educating us as to what 
this was going to mean once 
the annexation was com¬ 
pleted.” 

According to Town of 
Didsbury municipal projects 
specialist Brittany Hutton, 
the town Ls currently in the 
process of reconfiguring 


animal licensing bylaws to 
lake into account the nature 
of the land being acquired 
through annexation. 

“There will be some 
leniencies because [the 
annexed land) is a farm zon¬ 
ing right now," said Hutton. 
“As [annexed residents] 
come into the community 
we want to make sure that 
it’s an easy transition for 
them and it’s not a burden 
on them.” 

The town has been notify¬ 
ing the appropriate utility 
companies and the various 
school districts as well as 
emergency services of the 
changeover. 

An informational session 
for all residents affected by 
the annexation is being 
planned for early March. 

In addition, said Hutton, 
“We’re putting together wel¬ 
come packages and infor¬ 
mation packages for all the 
new residents so they’re 
aware of the new bylaws 
that might impact them. 

“We want to make sure 
that they’re able to maintain 
the lifestyle that they have. 

“We don’t want to necessi¬ 
tate them to have angst 
about coining into our com¬ 
munity.” 

Didsbury’s recently 
announced annexation 

encompasses an area 
almost twice as large as the 
land annexed by Carstairs 
and Olds combined in 2008 
and roughly doubles the 
amount of land within the 
Town of Didsbury’s corpo¬ 
rate limits.

Distracted driving 
a real danger

Year in and year out Alberta motorists 
are told about the dangers of drunk driv¬ 
ing and the fan that the consequences of 
a wrong decision can lx 1 far-reaching for 
victims, their families and for impaired 
drivers themselves. 

Anti-drunk driving groups such as 
MADD have joined forces with the 
police, the province, the media and other stakeholders to make 
the argument Hurt there an* many options, but one of them is 
not drunk driving. 

In many cases the message has come across loud and clear 
and. thankfully, the vast majority of Albertans today look upon 
drunk dri\ing with disgust. 

Now the Ht’MI’ is asking drivers to consider another area of 
danger on Allx-rta’s highways, streets and country roads: the 
need to avoid distractions when behind the wheel. 

Like drunk driving 20 years ago, distracted driving is tcxlay a 
problem in need of a solution. 

Throughout February RCMP officers will lx* stepping up 
enforcement of distracted driving behaviours such as cell¬ 
phone use, text messaging, eating, applying makeup and other 
behaviours with the jxitential to cause accidents and other 
mishaps. 

“We want to educate (xsiple about the dangers of driving 
while distracted and communicate what could hapjten if a dri¬ 
ver’s attention is not focused on driving," says Inspector James 
Stiles, the RCMP’s top Traffic Services officer in Alberta 

“We also want to inform the public alxnit behaviours they 
may not even know will put them at risk of having a collision, 
such as engaging in a heated discussion with one or more pas¬ 
sengers. Public safety is paramount and police officers will 
continue to focus on the driving behaviours that put the public 
at risk." 

While exact numbers are hard to come by. the cost of dis¬ 
tracted driving accidents is certainly high enough already. lx>th 
for die individuals involved in mishaps and for the public-at- 
large in terms of higher insurance, emergency response and 
policing costs. 

And, of course, drivers who cause a collision while using a 
cellphone or w hile driving carelessly can face charges under 
provincial and fixleral laws. 

As part of the new awareness campaign, police are calling on 
motorists to pull over to eat, drink or take phone or text mes¬ 
sages. 

While drunk driving should and must continue to be ‘Enemy 
Numlx'r One' when it comes to road safety enforcement in 
Alberta, this latest attempt to tackle the growing problem of 
distracted driving is a worthwhile effort. 

And if local drivers take the message to heart, highways and 
roads in west central Allx'rta w ill lx 1 safer for everyone - and 
who can argue with that?

Preschool teacher refutes ‘business’ model

It takes a village to raise a child, and 
a community to build them a new pre¬ 
school! 

How lucky we are to live in a com¬ 
munity where children and history are 
valued so much. 

My name is Cherrie Crawford and I 
have been the teacher at the Didsbury 
Preschool for 10 years. I have watched 
every single year as the parent volun¬ 
teers, the Ixiard members of the 
Didsbury I*resch<x>l, have meeting 
after meeting, and discussion after dis¬ 
cussion, trying to come up with idea 
after idea, brainstorming, adopting and 
enforcing ideas and then praying that 
it will be the one idea needed for the 
Didsbury Preschool Society to become 
self-sufficient, and keep our costs low 
and more importantly, keep the pre¬ 
school ftx>s affordable to every single 
family hoping their child receives a 
preschool education. 

Idealistically, this would be how 
every person coming tlirough our 
d(x»rs with child in hand would hope it 
would tx“. 

There would be no more fundrais¬ 
ing, no more knocking on doors for 
donations and we would never, ever 
have to ask our community for help, 
our bills would lx“ paid and our build¬ 
ing would not be falling down. Our 
school, the preschool, is owned by the 
Didsbury Preschool Society. 

It was bought and paid for with 
fluids raised by the familii“s, the mem¬ 
bers of the society over the past 30 
years. The Didsbury Preschool build¬ 
ing is very, very old and even a busi¬ 
ness could not save the crumbling 
foundation and the shifting walls. 

1 know I |x“rsonally would be 


relieved for the 45 families attending 
our schixil this year and the 45-plus 
ftunilies already registered for the 
2(XXL2010 school year, if this was how 
it is. But this is not how it is or how I 
believe our preschool was meant to 
be. If the preschool was operated as a 
business, keep in mind the families 
would be clients of a business, one 
person operating the preschool, and 
one person would be making all the 
decisions about the children’s pre- 
school education. 

There would be no mom volunteer 
hours spent by our board members 
away from their own families at 
monthly meet ings, racking their brains 
trying to make our preschool lx“tter 
for the families with children coming 
next. I know as a business our fix's 
would have to lx 1 increased enormous¬ 
ly to cover business costs and then a 
preschool education would probably 
bo unaffordable to many families. 

This isn’t how it is supposed to be. 
Being non-profit and parent-operated, 
our society offers parents the opportu¬ 
nity to be involved in their child’s pre¬ 
school education, and not just the 
ones on the board. Every family has a 
say and I think this is important. 

Don’t get me wrong. I was asked 
several years ago, when the preschool 
had hit its jx'rsonal low, if I was inter¬ 
ested in operating it as my own busi¬ 
ness, and although it soimdixl great to 
me, I felt that this is not how this soci¬ 
ety was meant to be. 

Instead I opfixl that they pay me as a 
contractor rather than an employee to 
save them money when' CPP and l II, 
etc., wen* concerned. A little less out¬ 
going expenses for the preschool and 
hopefully a little less financial burden. 

I am not, and never would, say that 
there is anything wrong with private 
facilities; we have another amazing 
preschool in our community that is 


wonderful and also a huge asset to our 
community. 

My point, the foundation, and the 
reason the Didsbury Preschool came 
to be so many years ago was a group 
of parents wanting a say in their child’s 
preschool education. 

Don’t think for one minute that we 
are not grateful to the community, the 
Town of Didsbury, and the govern¬ 
ments of Allx'rta and Canada for all 
their support, every year, to keep as 
operational and open to the many, 
many families that have come through 
our door. 

I love my job very, very much and I 
think that the Didsbury Preschool is 
and lias Ixxm, a huge benefit to the 
children and their families in the 
Didsbury conuuunity. 

It has been very scary for me to 
think that the preschool may not be 
around next year, and not because of 
my job. 1 would lx* able to find a job, 
open my own preschool or not work if 
it came down to tire preschool not 
Ix'ing here for our community. But 
what alxnit the children? 

I am so grateful to Didsbury and the 
surrounding communities for the 
unbelievable support they have shown 
us in our "Fundraising to Rebuild” 
efforts. So many people to thank, so 
many memtx'rs and businesses of our 
community that see the preschool as 
an asset and I thank them (x'rsonally 
for helping ensure the Didsbury 
Preschool Society, a non-profit, volun¬ 
teer, parent-run. Early Childhixxl 
Education facility w ill be part of our 
conuuunity, affordable and available to 
our families for many years to come.

make a call to Ottawa to 
confirm their win.

A look back

Didsbury Review 


This is the first in a series of features 
examining the history of Didsbury as 
chronicled by its newspapers. 

We begin, appropriately, in the very early 
days of the town, when the local newspa¬ 
per was known as the Didsbury Pioneer. 

95 years ago - 1904 


A year's subscription to the Didsbury 
Pioneer and Montreal Herald could be pur¬ 
chased for just one dollar. 

New grist mill and 
elevator planned 

The Board of Trade accepted a proposi¬ 
tion to build a grist mill and elevator in 
Didsbury “at once,” the Didsbury Pioneer 
announced in a front page story. 

The builder - enigmatically described as 
“an eastern gentleman" - planned to con¬ 
struct a large mill and a 25,000-bushel- 
capacity grain elevator at a total cost of 
between $12,000 and $18,000, which is 
about $275,0000 to $410,000 in today’s 
dollars. 


Didsbury wheat samples 
‘first-class’ 

A representative of Columbia Milling 
Co., referred to only as “Mr. Black of 
Enderby, BC,” visited Didsbury to examine 
samples of the wheat grown here. He 
“declared them to be first-class,” and 
announced that he would buy all wheat at 
market prices. 

War news 

A decade before the start of the First 
World War, the Pioneer included extensive 
front-page coverage of the Russo- 
Japanese War, which began in 1904 and 
ended the following year. 

At issue was a mutual desire to establish 
control over parts of Manchuria and 
Korea. The Pioneer made no secret of 
which side of the conflict it supported, 
writing that, “the Czar himself will visit [a 
contingent of newly trained reserves] and 
inspire the men with a resolve to drive the 
Japanese into the sea.” 

Russia ultimately lost the war. 

Turn of the century 
humour 

The Pioneer included in its pages a num¬ 


ber of jokes, including the following: 

(J: “What makes more noise than a pig in 
a sty?” 

A: “Two pigs.” 

<j: “Why do little birds in their nests 
agree?” 

A: “For fear of falling out.” 

70 years ago -1929 

The cost for the Pioneer was now two 
dollars for a yearly subscription or five 
cents per copy. 

“The Bellamy Trial” and “King of Kings” 
were showing at the Didsbury Opera 
I louse 

Large Acreage Ready for 
Crop 

Acreage ready for the 1929 crop in 
Alberta amounted to just over 3.65 million 
acres, according to a report issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics. “On the 
whole, A;berta will this year have in readi¬ 
ness for crop the largest acreage of any 
year in its history,” wrote the Pioneer. 

New phone line 

A new telephone line to Calgary via 
Camrose and Alix was being planned for 


construction by Alberta Government 
Telephones. “This line will...provide an 
emergency route in the event of the event 
of the main line being damaged by storm,” 
said the Pioneer. 

Canadian to go over 
Niagara Falls...again 

After making one trip over the falls the 
previous year, French-Canadian Jean 
Lussier stated that he would attempt the 
feat again in a “specially 
constructed...'parlor ball’...that will be six 
feet in diameter,” said the Pioneer. The 
ball would be electrically lighted, padded 
to prevent serious injury and constructed 
so as to remain upright for the entire jour¬ 
ney. 

Danube River overflows 

In the worst flood since 1873, thousands 
of families along the right bank of the 
Danube River in w'hat was then 
Czechoslovakia lost their homes, cattle 
and other belongings. “The great river, 
which is choked with millions of tons of 
thawing ice, was rising steadily and threat¬ 
ened disaster,” the Pioneer wrote. Church 
bells along the 1,800-mile-long river 
warned residents to flee for their lives.

Returning officers are responsible for administering the electoral process in a federal electoral 
district. The work is varied, challenging and rewarding. You need to have management 
experience and strong skills in the areas of project management, finance and human 
resources. You must also possess computer skills. 

To qualify for the position of returning officer, you must: 

• be a Canadian citizen 

• be at least 18 years of age 

• reside in the electoral district for which you are applying 

Returning officers are appointed for a 10-year period and are responsible for ensuring the 
integrity of the electoral process. They must remain non-partisan throughout their period 
in office. 

Returning officers generally work in the community where they live. In some exceptional 
cases, however, returning officers may be asked, during an election, to establish an office 
and work in another community where a greater proportion of the electorate would have 
access to the office. Temporary relocation costs would be covered by Elections Canada. 

Remuneration is governed by regulation. Current fees for an election period are approximately 
$21,500. The hourly rate for special assignments between elections (approximately 
200 hours per year) is $45.53 per hour. These rates are subject to annual review.
